"BEN DOBBS Is conducting an investigation as to the re- 
sults of the hearings held by the House Committee on Un-American 
Activities and is trying to narrow down the information of what has 
taken place since these hearings* Mainly, what the investigation 
consists ©f is that BEN DOBBS is gathering information from the people
